The locomotive rosters, published as such and the articles dealing with 
locomotives have been treated separately. Nine bulletins have been publish- 
ed without numbers, see title page and these have been indicated by ** in 
the bulletin column. Where the entire contents of the bulletin is devoted 
to the subject listed, rather than list the page, a single * has been placed in 
the page column. 

At best, your Editor realizes that this index fails to cover the countless 
items dealt with in our publications for the past thirty years and that it is 
not without its faults. Rather, it has been arranged based upon the subject 
matter relying upon the skill of the searcher to classify the subject properly. 
Furthermore, it should serve as a guide for the subjects in the bulletins that 
are no longer in print and which are not listed in our annual report. 

We hope that our membership will find this index, together with the 
authors, of value and that they will bind it or include it with these first 
bulletins. We have just completed thirty years of service and have published 
ninety bulletins all told during those years, an average of three publications 
each year. 
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
